licare and expeditious Tunes of the Old 
oth, and the 124ih.

4. Becauſe many paſſages of the 
Pſalms are of hard interpretation , and.

Pſalm, as in the 87th, ſometimes in 
ſome part ' or paſliage : I had not made 
the Hymn taken out of the 1 39 Pſalm 
ſo large but tor the Interpretation of the 
20th Ver. Do not I hate them, O Lord, 
that hate Thee, &&c, which 1 think to be 
cleeriy done In the 83 Hymn, 

The latter end of the 51th Pſa'm 
[found very dark ; for when he had ſaid ,

A paſlage in the 72 F/alm, Ver. 17. 
I counted choicely done, and keeping
